ove is necessary not only to the cleanli- 
nese of the city, but is essential to the 
heaith of the inhabitants. 

The following committee was appointed 
by President Crone to present the matter 
to the city officiais and to urge that defi- 
nite and prompt action be taken: Capt. 
E. J. Phillips, chairman, and Messrs. 
Gundlach, Portman, Redemeyer and Mc- 
Callum. 

The committee met President Phill'ps at 
the city hall Thursday afternoon and there 
detailed their plan. It was taken from 
the ordinances of Buffalo, N. Y., contiol- 
ing the collection of garbage and ashes 
in that city, and in the opinion of men who 
have made a study of the conditions p.e- 
vailing in largely settled communities, is 
ideal and extremely simple in its work- 
ings. 


Would Divide 
City Into Districts. 


In brief, the plan is to divide the city 


into districts which shall be under the 
Supervision of the street commissioner. 
A contract for the collection of refuse in 
each district is let to a person. who is held 
Strictly accountable to the street commis- 
sioner for the proper conduct of the work. 
Inspectors are detailed for each distr.ct 
and they are instructed to not accept the 
work as completed unless every feature of 
the collection and ciearing has been com- 
plied with according to the contract. 

The garbage is collected a certain number 
of times each week and between certain 
hours. Proper receptacles for the recep- 
tion of garbage and ashes and other refuSe 
are placed in the yarda@: or along the side- 
walks, no mixture of garbage.and other 
matter to be permitted. 

The collector comes around, gets the re- 
ceptacle and places it on the sidewalk not 
more than one hour before the wagon comes 
for “lleetion. The contents are transferred 
to the wagon, the receptacle is disinfected 
and replaced in the yard or wherever it was 
gotten from, and the wagon moves off. 

The wagons are sanitary. measures in 
themselves. They must be water-tight, 
air-tight, and in every way fitted for the 
work they are to perform. While enroute 
to the garbage crematory or to the dump- 
ing ground they are frequently disinfected 
to prevent odors arising. The work is done 
systematically, just as any good business 
man would conduct his business, and it 
moves along like clockwork. 


Work Must Be 
Thoroughly Done. 
Should the collector damage or break @ 
receptacle, complaint must bé made by the 


uwner to the street commissioner, and the 
contractor is required to pay for it. Should 
the work not be thoroughly done at the 
hour for its completion, the inspector re- 
‘uses to sign the receipt and the contract- 
or ig not only forced to complete it to the 
inspector's satisfaction, but must pay 4 
penalty just as any contractor would in 
any other business when he failed to ac- 
complish the work he was employed to do. 

No refuse is permitted to be thrown upon 
the sidewalks, streets or alleys, but it 
must be deposited in a receptaclg pre- 

ared for it. The people of Buffalaj have 

“come so used to this yeform mepsure, 
says Capt. Philips, that “they never even 
think of throwing paper, cigar stumps or 
any other waste matter anywhere but in 
boxes along the sidewalks, and a short 
while afterward it is carted away. 

Mr. Gundlach had a personal interview 
with the mayor of Buffalo, dad wae af- 
forded every opportunity to stdy the con- 
ditions there and observe the workings of 
the system. He found it to be excellent in 
its effect. 

The police have nothing to do with it. 
The ash, garbage and other refuse collec- 
tion is a distinct department of the citys 
business, and is handled exclusively. The 
contractor has his office in his especial dis- 
trict, his own employes are under his per- 
sonal superintendency and he is held strict- 
ly accountable for every item connected 
with the work. 

Capt. Phillips has recommended that the 
city provide water free where it is used for 
sanitary purposes in streets and alleys 
and while this feature has not been acted 
upon by the association, the committee is 
unanimous tin its opinion that unlform re- 
ceptacies should be placed throughout the 
city of a pattern satisfactory to the citizens 
and the city officials. 

It is the intention of the association to 
continue the agitation of the subject, and 
through President Phillipa reach the mayor 
with the idea of procuring his indorsement.
